As it now stands, he said, en- 
rollment is about 10 to 15 per 
cent ahead of last year and part 
of this is due to the fact that 
many West Virginia students ap- 
plied earlier than usual.

Contract Awarded, 
Work Begins On 
Academic Building 

Groundbreaking for the hew 
Academic Classroom Building on 
the campus took place last month 
without the usual fanfare but with 
plans already in the making for a 
colorful dedication ceremony 
when the structure is completed 
around August 1, 1969. 

President Todd H. Bullard said 
the building would be available 
for use during the 1969-70 aca- 
demic year. 

The contract for construction 
was awarded to Carl Belt, Inc., 
of Cumberland, Md., for the cost 
of $714,253 by the Board of Gov- 
ernors of West Virginia Uni- 
versity during its meeting on 
March 16. Bids were also re- 
ceived from Washington En- 
gineering and Construction Com- 
pany and Mellon-Stuart Contrac- 
tors. 

The building is to be located 
on the parking lot (formerly the 
tennis courts) at the rear of the 
Administration Building. To re- 
lieve the present parking prob- 
lem temporary arrangements are 
being made in the vicinity of the 
gymnasium. 

The structure will remove 
classroom instruction from the 
second floor of the Adminis- 
tration Building, releasing that 
space for administration and fac- 
ulty offices. Engineering and 
computer science classes will 
also be taught in the new building, 
instead of the Science Hall as at 
the present. 

President Announces

The new academic instruction- 
al building now under construc- 
tion adjacent to the Administra- 
tion Building, has many interest- 
ing features according to Presi- 
dent Todd H„ Bullard, who says 
work will probably be completed 
sometime next summer. 

The three-story structure 
would include two large lecture 
rooms with a seating capacity of 
approximately 100 students each. 
These rooms will be of tier- 
type construction and would be 
adaptable at a later date for use 
as learning centers with indivi- 
dual student stations connected 
to a central computer system 
and educational television trans- 
mission facilities. Provisions 
would also be made for a small 
educational television studio as 
part of an audio-visual center. 

This center would include stor- 
age space for projectors, tape re- 
corders, films, transparencies, 
and tapes. Facilities are to be 
provided in this center for mak- 
ing transparencies and recording 
tapes, and the center would be 
centrally locked in the building 
with ready access to the large 
lecture rooms. 

Also included would be two 
business education rooms with 
kcilities for typewriters for 100 
students; a computer center to 
include sufficient space to per- 
mit the operation of an education- 


al course for students in com- 
puter programming and other 
phases of computer technology. 

Plans also call for a multi- 
purpose laboratory for use^ in 
instruction in business machines, 
mathematical calculations, and 
statistical studies in the social 
sciences. This laboratory would 
include a minimum of 24 in- 
dividual stations plus a sepa- 
rate work area for business 
duplicating equipment. 

Provisions are also included 
in the plans for a journalism cen- 
ter which includes a news-class- 
room and small office. There 
would also be an engineering test 
laboratory to be used to sup- 
port vocational-technical in- 
struction in engineering and 
facilities for electronics, a 
classroom to accommodate ap- 
proximately 40 students, four 
seminar rooms to accommodate 
20 students each, rest rooms and 
storage areas. 

President Bullard said there 
would be air-conditioning 
throughout the building. All lec- 
ture rooms and classrooms will 
be equipped with panel-type 
blackboards, electrically oper- 
ated projector screens, and 
necessary wiring for projectors. 
These rooms will include pro- 
vision for installation of educa- 
tional television at a later date. 
Seminar rooms will also have

Board of Governors 
Studies ROTC Plan 
Suggested by Faculty 

No decision has been made yet 
by the WVU Board of Governors 
on the recommendation by the 
Potomac State faculty for a first- 
year compulsory, second-year- 
voluntary military science pro- 
gram, but President Todd H. 
Bullard expects the report mo- 
mentarily so that the program 
may be put into effect for the 
fall term. 

The recommendation came af- 
ter a year of faculty-student com- 
mittee meetings on the subject 
and after numerous surveys to 
determine campus opinion. 

The committee, under the 
chairmanship of Dr. Alan H. 
Paine, mathematics, reported 
survey results to the President 
without specific recommenda- 
tions and he, in turn, submitted 
the report to’ faculty members 
for consideration and voting. 

Last May the Board approved 
a completely voluntary ROTC 
program for West Virginia Uni- 
versity. The system went into 
effect in January.

Capt. Curtis A. Rhodes, '61, 
died April 1 in Vietnam from 
burns received in his billet when 
the village in which he was stay- 
ing came under hostile mortar 
fire. 

The 26-year-old ordnance offi- 
cer had been in Vietnam only 67 
days. 

He was graduated from South- 
ern High School of Oakland, in 
1959 and after two years at Po- 
tomac State completed his studies 
at West Virginia University 
where he was graduated in 1963. 

At the University he made an 
outstanding record in the ROTC 
program, being rated a Distin- 
guished Military Student, Dis- 
tinguished Military Graduate, and 
was a member of Scabbard and 
Blade, honorary ROTC organiza- 
tion. He was graduated with 
honors from the University. 

At Potomac State he was a 
member of Roth Military Honor- 
ary Society, the Engineers Club, 
and participated in intramurals. 

After going on active duty in 
June of 1963 he spent three years 
in Germany and was later trans- 
ferred to Army Ordnance. 

Capt. Rhodes was married to 
the former Miss Marybelle Simp- 
son, '62 of Keyser, and they 
were the parents of three sons. 
Other survivors include his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. John C. 
Rhodes, of Swanton, Md., two 
brothers, and three sisters. 

At the time of his death, his 
base camp was at Long Dinh, 
about 15 miles northeast of Sai- 
gon.

The large lecture rooms will 
include facilities for conversion 
at a later date to learning la- 
boratories in whi ch individual 
student stations will be located 
with connection to the computer 
center. The building is designed 
in such a way that the conver- 
sion can be accomplished at mini- 
mum cost. 

Approximately 25 feet will be 
allowed between the Administra- 
tion Building and the new aca- 
demic building providing for at- 
tractive landscaping in proper 
relationship to other buildings in 
the area. 

The front entrance will face the 
three campus dormitories and 
the familiar “circle* will be 
widened to provide for angular 
parking of some 50-55 cars which 
currently use the parking lot 
back of the Administration Build- 
ing.
